EMERGENCY WORK ON INTERSTATES 15/40
IN BARSTOW FOR FLOOD DAMAGE

BARSTOW - The California Department of Transportation (Caltrans) will begin emergency
work on Interstates 15 and 40 on Monday, August 23 through Friday, August 27, 2004 as a result
of recent flood damage from last week’s storm. The closure information is listed below:

North and Southbound Interstate 15 at East Main Street:

» One lane and possibly two lanes on I-15 will be closed alternately at this location from
6:30 a.m. to 7:30 p.m.

» Southbound Main Street on & off-ramps will be closed from 7:00 a.m. to 7:00 p.m.

East and Westbound Interstate 40 at Montara Road:

» One lane and possibly two lanes on [-40 will be closed at this location from 6:30 a.m.
to 7:30 p.m.

» East and Westbound Montara Rd. on and off-ramps will be closed from 7:00 a.m.
to 7:00 p.m.

Work will include repair of damaged guardrail, sidewalks, electrical systems and other roadway
damage. Changeable Message Signs (CMS) will be in use to alert traffic of the closures.
Motorists are advised to use alternate routes and ramps during the closures.

Your patience is appreciated during this emergency repair project. Keep alert, pay attention, be
prepared for reduced lanes and Slow for the Cone Zone.
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
